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It is reported from a reliable source 
tiiatwhen the Lake county board of 
review finishes its labors and reports 
,on totals it will be shown that the ap- 
praiped value of property in this coun- 
ty has' been raised a million dollars^ 
rathe'p over tlian under.- y 

Waukegan, the principal and largest 
<:ityin £he county, is one of those to 
benefit by the increase, as the greater 
assessed valuation makes the larger 
taxing base and the larger income. 

The main increases in assessed val- 
ues, however, have come In the haunts 
of the millionaires.. 

The prime development of the north 
ahore land and proportv has all come 
within the last four or five years and 
has just reached its maximum. . 

The quadrennial assessment on the 
real estate was made this year. Every 
year the personal property assessments 
are opened to^ change. Every four 
^ears the real property is., appraised 
and a new assessed value is placed up- 
on it. ■- '• ■ _ . ' 
Thia. was the year and the north 
shore, which has been growing until 
it is one of the richest districts in the 
world for its size, had to pay for its 
advancement, but not more than' a 
figure within reason and acceptable. 
Towns that probably have had. an 
increase in their appraised values due 
to thia condition are: Shields I, II and 
in, Deeriield I and II Vernoh, Liber- 
tyville and Waukegan. 

With the exception of the last named 
these towns are all the haunts of the 
country estate owners, mostly million- 
aires, who have gone ahead and im- 
proved their grounds into private and 
deer parks and erected costly mansions, 
barns and garages. 

The board has been careful not to 
antagonize thia element, on which more 
and more every year a large amount 
of the north (ihore'a- prosperity rests, 
but has been eminently fair and reason- 
able, insisting on an equitable assess- 
ment merely on the land. 

Down at Lake Bluff, where the vill- 
age patriots assessed the whole city 
according to their own" notion, persuad- 
ed the. assessor to let it go that way 
with a $400,000 boost, and then raises 
howl about the raise, the boanl has 
also reached a settlement, it is report- 
ed, by which one-half of the village 
has been cut 2 per cent as to assess- 
' ment, and still the village will have an 
increased' appraisement os to property 
amounting to SOper centof the$400,000. 
* rThe Zion City tax decision will be 
rendered soon. In it Voliva charges 
discrimiaation by the independent as- 
sessor, but ihe independents maintain 
that his ownership increases the value 
of the estate, which before him under 
the receiver had as low an appraise- 
ment as possible, due to the poor condi- 
tion of the people and the receivership.

Clam L. Clarke Is named First Probation 
Officer for County by Judge Whitney 

Following an address before the 
Lake county super^'isors by Judge 
Charles Whitney of the circuit court 
Wednesday morning and powerful re- 
sultant agitation in favor of a good law, 
}t is likely that within the next few 
days Attorney ElamL. Clark, former 
maate. in chancery, will be appointed 
as Lake county probation oflficer at an 
annual salary of $800, the amount ask- 
ed and a new era- will open In thia dis- 
trict for the punishment of petty of- 
fenders. 

The new law providing for proba; 
tioners, a state wide exoarision o9 a 
beneficent Chicago measure and meth- 
od, means reduced to its Blmplest 
terms, that the minor law breaker will" 
be given a chance to reform, to behave, 
rather than to be senten9ed to jailor 
prison, resulting In the acute suffering 
of' his family, even to . want, and the 
humiliation of hia innocent friends and 
relatives. ,^ 

The duties of the probation ofiicer by 
the terms of the law enacted at the re- 
cent legislature and now in effect: 

1. To investigate all cases where 
profiation is asked or advisable ^nd 
render written report. ' - 

2. To keep public records of such 

cases. 

3. To watch probationers and obey 
the probation rules laid down by the 

court 

4. To make recommendations and ex- 
ercise general oversight on probation- 
ers. 

The salary will probably be $800 a 
year and oxpehaes. 

The probationer has the right of ap- 
peal to the appellate courts. 

The period of probation fixed by the 
Courtis not more than six months for 
city offenders and not more than a year 
for state , offenders, if the reports of 
conduct are good at the end of these 
periods the probationer being discharg- 
ed from custody and surveillance. 



Held as important witnesses in the 
mysterious disappearance of John Ram- 
ler, who is wanted by Chicago officials 
as the moat ijnportant witness in the 
labor slugging cases which have at- 
tacked attention there for past weeks 
and months, two men were placed un- 
der arrest at a dfemp at Round Lake on 
Thursday afternoon by a posse or 18 
Chicago detectives who have been on 
the hunt for the men all of Wednesday 
night.' 

Eight of the detectives arrived in 
Waukegan shortly before noon Thurs- 
day and made a thorough search all 
through the city for the men who were 
wanted but failed to find them. They 
then proceeded northward to continue 
their search. The remairiing . number 
of detectives were at Round Lake, fif- 
teen miles from Waukegan by thia 
time and placed two men under arrest. 
They are Peter Johnson, Chicago, alleg- 
ed labor slugger of that city. Walter 
W. Wold, also of Cnicugo and also al- 
leged-labor slugger. 

Both men are suspected of knowing 
something about the mysterious diiap- 
pearance of John Rabler, who- turned 
state's evidence in the famous Chicago 
labor slug^vr ciises in which half a ?core 
indictments were turned agMnst labor 
leaders allegfcd to have count.snaiiced 
and abetted slugging and who ere soon 
to come to trial, only, to disjppcar sud- 
denly and mysteriously. 

All Thursday afternoon Chicago de- 
tectives beat up the region of the metal 
v.'orkers' cottage at Round Lake to seo 
If they could find tracee of John Ramler 
state witness who disappeared, or if 
tiiey could locate him ia person* They 
seorched the cottage, the woods, the 
lake shore and the entire vicinity, seem- 
ing to look for a cave or hiding out 
place that was concealed. 

Bloodshed has marked ^he building 
trades fight almost from the inception. 
Three men have been .murdered and 
scores of workmen badly injured. Wil- 
liafn Gentlemen, Vincent Alncent both 
professional sluggers, and Bernard 
Malloy a steamfitter, were slain, while 
John Ramler, steamfitter, has myster- 
iously disappeared and is believed by 
the police to have been kidnapped, per- 
haps slain, Ramler was ahot by gun 
men last spring while working on the 
Heiaen building. Hia diaappearonce 
occurred about a month ago, two days 
.beforehis alleged assailants were to be 
■placed on trial. 



While very little has been aald of the 
matter of late, it develops that Lake 
County is soon to be the home of one of 
the finest sanitoriums and home for the 
disable and aged, in the county. It is 
to be called the Vikings' Vallhalla, the 
latter being the Swedish name forsanl- 
torium, and will be located on the banks 
of Deep Lake. 

A short time ago the association pur- 
chased thirty-two acres of land with 
ninety feet of lake frontage on Deep 
Lake, and upon this tract of land the 
benevolent insitution will be erected. 
It /fj the expectation of the order to 
construct a home on their new acquisi- 
tion to the cost between $30,000 and $40, 
000 and work upon the structure will be 
started as soon as plans can be perfect- 
ed. 

The home will be purely a lodge in- 
stitution. Any member of the Indepen- 
dent Order of Vikings, who becomes 
physically unable to support himself and 
family, will be cared for at this new 
lake county institution. 

Orphan children of lodge members, 
instead of being left dependent upon 
the tender care' of friends and neigh- 
bors, will be taken to this home and 
there cared for until they are old en- 
ough and capable of taking care of 
themselves. 

As soon as the association- decided 
to construct such a home thejre was 
stern competition among . the various 
cities in an effort to land the institution. 
Chicago was the strongest bidder urd 
sought hard to have the home located 
in one of its suburbs. 

The selection of a site was turned 
over to a committee and some splendid 
sites in different cities were offered. 
The Waukegan society scoured this 
county and picked out some of the beat 
sites. These sites were shown to the 
committee and were considered very 
favorfibly. When they came to make a 
final decision the earnest efforts of the 
Waukegan order bore fruit and Lake 
County was selected. 



George Busse^Has Narrow Fscape Froni 
Death.— Has Three Ribs Broken. 

- George Busse, a brother of former 
Mayor Fred Busse, narrowly escaped 
death Sunday in the . corral on his farm 
at Fox lake when he was gored by an 
angry bull. Three ribs and one leg 
were broken when he was hurled 
against the fence, and only the quick 
action of his chauffeur, who threw a 
lariat about one of the legs of the in- 
furiated beast, saved him from fatal in- 
juries. 

It was feared by physicians that he 
was injured internally. 

The biall was the terror, of the neigh- 
borhood and Busse knew he was taking 
his life in his hands by entering th'e in- 
closure, but the animal seemed gentle 
as he stroked its nose from the outside 
and he climbed through the fence. As 
he was patting the beast on the flank 
the bull suddenly turned and knocked 
him down before he could jump to 
safety. 

While Busse 1 ay prostrate the bull 
rolled him about on the ground, crush- 
ing his body with hia head until he was 
unable to rise to his feet; he attempted 
to roll under the fence. At that 
moment the chauffeur jumped over the 
fence an succeeded in hurling a noose 
about one of the bull's front legs and 
dragged him to his kneese. 

The chauffeur carried the injured 
man to the house and summoned the 
physicians.. 

"1 knew I was taking my life in my 
hands," said busse> but as I was strok- 
ing his nose he seemed so gentle that 
on the impulse of the moment I climb- 
ed over and began to stroke his* flank. 
When 1 was knocked down, before I 
even had a chance to move, I thought 
that I would surely be killed before 
help arrived. As he gored me he 
trampled on my body with his fore feet 
and fairly squeezed the breath from my 
lunga. 

"I felt my ribs cracking and tried to 
roll under the fence. Just as I did so I 
lost consciousness and did not come to 
until I found myself in the house and 
the doctor attending to my injuries,"

Libertyville is again in the midst of 
a scarlet fever epidemic, the moat con- 
servative report placing the number of 
cases between fifteen and twenty. 

During the last three or four years 
scarlet fever appears to have been 
endemic and at times it became epi- 
demic. It ia a peculiar concidence'that 
two years ago and this year the epi- 
demic broke out during the week that 
the county fair was being held. 

Up to last Tuesday there waa but 
one case in the village that required 
quarantine. Now, however, every houae 
In the village where the disease is 
known to exist is said hos been placed 
under the strictest quarantine. 

As yet nothing has been done about 
closing the schools but if the epidemic 
continues to gain ground as it is said to 
have done in the, last few days this ac- 
tion doubtless will be deemed necessary 
by the town board. 

On account of the frequency with 
which this disease seems to break out 
in the town the State Board of Health 
has been informed of the condition and 
the president ia making an examination. 
As a result of his visit he hopes to be 
able to arrive at the source or cause of 
the fever conditions and see that it is 
abolished.

Identity of the two men now being 
held by the police on suspicion of havr 
ing knowledge of the death of Freder- 
ick Wennerstrora, the Chicago chauf- 
feur whose body was found in the Fox 
river, near Cary, III., leaked out .in 
spite of eficorts of Captain Halpin and 
his subordinates to keep it secret. 

The two suspects who were arrested 
on information furnished the detective 
bureau by a mysterious woman, said to 
be a nurse in the employ of the Chica- 
go & Northwestern railroad and at one- 
time employed by men associated with 
the gang of labor sluggers, are Oscar 
E. Brown and Joseph Levin. 

Following the arrest by Detectives 
Coen, Bourke, O'Connor and Egan and 
their Identification in several shooting 
affrays, Levin was hurried to an out- 
lying station in an automobile, while 
Brown was locked up at detective head- 
quarters. 

Levin, whose aliases are Edward 
Merrill and Compton, was identified by. 
Mrs. Barbara Klrschenstein asor;^ of - 
the trio of robbers who shot and killed 
her husband Frederick Kirschenstein, 
the night of Sept. 2 in his saloon . at-. 
West Sixteenth and South Paulina 
streets. 

He was also identified by Otha Sut-' 
ton, a station agent of the Rock Island- 
Railroad company, as one of two men 
who robbed him of two revolvers and 
some money on Sept. 3. One of the 
weapons was found in Levin's posses- 
sion when he was arrested and identi- 
fied by Sutton as his revolver. 

Brown, who is 35 years old and said 
to be related to a well-to-family living 
near Geneva, was sentenced to Joliet 
for burglary from. Kane county and ia 
now out on parole. He ia employed as 
a bookkeeper by the International Har- 
vester company. 

Although every effort was made by 
Captain Halpin and his subordinates to 
keep the identity of the two men secret 
and strenuous denials were made that 
they were not suspected of complicity 
in the Wenneratrom murder, it was re- 
ported by McHenry county officials that 
hints had been received from Chicago 
that the police believe they have two 
of the three men wanted. 

Among victims of robberies who were . 
asked to call at thesstation and try to 
identify the suspects are William Mc- 
Clelland, 824 south LaSalle street, a 
chauffeur who was held up Ip his mach- 
ine by a man whom he had driven to 
Center and Sedwick streets last Sunday - 
night Another ia Charles Price, a, 
chaufileur for the Walden W, Shaw . 
Livery company, who was robbed by 
two men fares in Austin a week ago. 
It was also said that C. C. Wenner- 
Btrom, brother of the dead chauflfeur, 
would be asked to look at the suspects. 
A new theory that Wenneratrom was 
muideacd by a jealous husband was ad- 
vanced by a saloon-keeper in Carey. 
So specific were his details of the al- 
leged joy rides in which is, woman parti- 
cipated with Wennerstrom, that State's 
Attorney D. R. Joalyn sent a detail of 
detectives and marshals to Huntley in 
search of the man under suspicion. 

The three persona belng.aought are 
the woman in the case, her husband 
and her husband's brother. . 

The two men were named as the 
murders. 

According to the prosecutor's inform- 
ant Wenneratrom and the woman had 
been seen together on aeyeral occasions 
in saloons arid resorts in the Fox Lake 
region.

Clarence Key, Confederate Veteran 

Had an Unusually Active, Inter. 
i estlng Career. 

\ After a life TVhlch brought him In 
touch with tho uttermost parts of. the 
earth, coming In contact for many 
years with some of the most astute 
dlaplomatB of the old and new world, 
Clarence Key, grandson of Francis 
Bcott Key, author of "The Star-Span* 
gled Banner," died at the Confederate 
Boldlers' Home, PIkesvllle, recently 
after a lingering Illness, says the Bal- 
timore Sun. 

He had lived at the home since 
1909, having been In poor health all 
that time, although It was expected 
that he would live several years long* 
er. 

Bom In Maryland aeventy-five years 
ago, Mr. Key was a son of John R. 
Key. He went to Cuba when young, 
and at the outbreak of the civil war 
made several attempts to get back to 
this country, finally succeeding In 
landing in Mexico, when he at once 
crossed the border into Texas and en- 
listed in tho 2d Texas cavalry under 
the confederate flag. 

Later he joined the 26th Texas cav- 
alry, his total service extending over 
four years. The battles In which he 
participated were all fought In the 
southwest and he often regretted the 
fact that he was unable to participate 
In the fighting In Virginia, where his 
comrades from Marjiand showed 
such conspicuous bravery. 

After the war Mr. Key, profiting by 
his knowledge of Spanish gained in 
Cuba, went to Mexico City, where he 
hecame official Interpreter for the 
American embassy. He was so profi- 
cient that his services were sought by 
Sir Chentung Liang Chlng, Chinese 
minister to the "United 'States and 
Mexico, jointly, for many years. Mr. 
Key accepted n place In the embassy 
In Mexico City, taking the title of for- 
eign secretary, a position wblch he 
filled with much credit until two years 
ago, when he was obliged to resign on 
account of falling health.

Madison, Wls.^Annio Lembefger, 
seven years old, who was mysterious- 
ly stolon from her^bed on September 
6," has been found. The child's body, 
naked, was token from Lake Monona. 
She had been murdered before being 
thrown into the lake. The cause of 
the crimo still is a mystery. 

There was no vtslhlo evidence of 
violence so far as a superficial exam- 
ination disclosed beyond, perhaps, a 
slight laceration of one ear. A dis- 
coloration on the neck, however, na If 
from unnatural, causes, may indicate 
that the child wos strangled. Tho lit- 
tle body was entirely nude and waa 
discolored, having been In tho water 
several days. 

The body was found by," George 
Younger, a cement worker living at 
South Madison. There was a peaceful 
oxproBsIon on the face of the child at 
the undertaking rooms, where sho 
wi^B brought by the police ambuianco 
In charge of Capt Henry Davenport. 
The most piauslble theory la murder 
for revenge. 

The child was. taken from her sleep- 
ing room at the home of her parents, 
Mr. and airs. Martin Lemberger, early 
In the morning of September B. Tho 
child was clad only In a night gar- 
ment, but even this was gone. Long 
hrown hair, wet .-and bedraggled, 
streamed down from tho little head. 

Tho body was found about a mile 
from the stricken home. It may have 
been dropped from the railroad bridge 
across tho bay. If not. then the child 
was taken out in a boat and thrown 
overboard and drifted near tho shore. 



Condemned Slayer Shows No Emo- 
tion When Judge Sentences Him 
to Death on November 24. 

Chesterfleid Courthouse, Va. — Henry 
Clay Beottie, Jr., waa convicted of the 
murder of his young wife, Loulae 
Owen Beattle, on tho Midlothian turn- 
pike on tho night of July 18 last, and 
unless a higher court than that In 
which ho waa tried Intervenes he 
must die In the electric chair In tho 
"pentitentiary at Richmond on Novem- 
ber 24. 

Beattie heard the verdict without a 
tremor. Ho faced tho twelve men at 
tho order of the clerk, and looked di- 
rectly Into tho eyes of those who 
would return his glance. Tho court- 
room showed the nervous, tenae strain 
under which everybody has been la- 
boring for days, the crowd bending 
forwnrd as the" foreman of tho Jury 
spoko the fatal words. 

Beattle's senior counsel, Harry N. 
Smith, asked that .tho^verdlct be set 
aside ns contrary to the law ond evi- 
dence. The Judge refused to grant 
this motion, which _wa8. however, a 
mere formality to pave tho way for 
the appeal which Is to come to the 
higher courts. 

Then Attorney Smith made an ap- 
peal for a stay of sentence. Again ho 
failed,. Judge Watson ruling that he 
thought sentence' should ho pro- 
nounced Immediately, and thereupon 
sentenced Beattle to death, setting tho 
date OS November 24.

HE Bummbrof 1911 la likely to 
be long remomberod In many agrl* 
cultural communities In tbo Unftcd 
States as a Bcaaon of unusually 
.high temperatures and scanty rain- 
, fall. The dlsadvantagea of such 
weather conditions boro most heav- 
ily, however, upon a *larso proper-. 
tion of the people ongagedin truck 
gardening. More seasonable tem- 
peratures ond the Hfe-givlng rain 
appeared Ih time to save the eta- 
' pie crops In moat. districts, but too 
late, unfortunately, to mend matters conTpletely 
for the truck gardeners. Some of the truckers ea- 
capcd a curtailment of Income, but Jt was only 
bcause their holdings were favorably "sltuated-or 
because they had their private sya'toras for Irri- 
gating. -^To the man who, thanks to such facili- 
ties, .was. able to raise half 0. crop or bettor the" 
high prices that ruled for such products offered 
ample compensation for the amdller yield. 

Unfavorable conditions Buch aa have recently 
prevailed doubtless cause more consternation in 
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Uie trucking Industry than In any other branch 
of soil tilling. The fruit grower who has had 
any oxperlonco comes to exp,ect the Inevitable 
"bad years" and to view them with some com- 
placency, and even the grain grower does not 
look for the sanie ratio of profit from every 
harvest." However, the truckiara, particularly 
those operating small farms or:."patche8,*' are 
wont to count upon each year's productlvo- 
ncBs nr a maximum and are correspondingly 
disappointed when dame nature does not "ar- 
range things to their liking. . ' 
' rOne explanation, too, of the emphatic com- 
plaints that are heard with reference to truck- 
ing conditions In] an unfavorable year la found 
In the number of newcomers In tho Held— men" 
and women who prior. to their present venture' 
had never had experience In farming of. any 
kind. Tho tales told in recent years of the 
profits and delights of trucking, the ease with 
' which the products can be disposed of, and the 
comparatively sraall outlay required for a five 
or ten-acro "Intensive farm," have combined 
to lure Into the flold many people who, woe 
to them, had no fund'of experlonco to draw 
upon. .Particularly; has this been tho caae 
near our large, cities where many' sraoll truck 
farms have been started by city folks, eltlier 
as tho "side; line'- of some city occupation or 
with a viow to obtaining an anchorage that 
would later permit migration to tho country. 
As In poultry raising and other siipposedly- 
"get rich quick" vocations there have beona 
number of more or less bitter dlBlIlusIonraenta 
of late years In th field of trucking/ but, by 
and largo, the Industry has developed tre- 
meridously. It has come to be appreciated by - 
many: of tho uninitiated that In truck- garden- 
ing no more than In any other flold can ro- 
wards-be obtained without har^ work and that 
here, as elsewhore.^Bome experience is necos- 
sury and that a man must expect to pay for 
such experience If he has not acquired It at. 
the expensojof somebody elso boforo he struck 
out for himself.- Moreover, the up-to-<late 
trucker has come to realize that he must de- s 
viae means to circumvent nature when sho 
frowns jnat as' the fruit growers have dls- 
covered expedlonta for dodging frosts. and 
' other menaees.-. ■ : ; :' ■ 

One truth that Is happily being brought 
homo to many peoplo^ engaged In or contem- 
plating trucking Is that a little capital Is of 
Immense advantage just as it la In ovoiT other 
walk- of life. To be euro, tho trucker who 
^leasea'hlshbldlngB or buys "on time" at favor- 
able terms can, flotup in buslnesB for a sur- 
prisingly small cash capital -amf It la this pos- 
sibility which has- attracted to tho field so' 
many men with' very small bank accounts, and 
women Budddnly thrown on their own- re- 
sources. At tho same time the new entrant 
Who starts with a "neat egg" has a tremqnd- 
.ouB advantage and, for- one thing, he will not 
be nearly so much at the morcy of the whims 
of nature as hia follow- trucker who has none 
of the modoi-n. aids now -co'nsldored esaontlal . 
to- successful trucking; . -.: ;

instead of In tin cans. 
Of tho modern meth- 
ods of trucking which 
are yet open to Im- 
provement mention 
may be made of tho 
methods of storing for 
the late winter trade. 
For instance It seems 
to be generally admit- 
ted that the methods now In vogue for keeping 
celery are defective for commercial purposes. 
Truckers are working to solve the problem, how- 
ever, arid ultimately will aucceed. So, likewise, 
they are striving for economies In other direc- 
tions. For example, means have lately been 
discovered for utilizing the grenhousea or forc- 
ing houBes for vegetable raising all through the 
summer Instead of allowing them to stand Idle 
throughout the Interval. Some crops are found 
to do better under glass even In midsummer. 
Flniilly It may be noted that even tho potato 
has taken standing as a tnick crop In late years 
ahd thousands of acres are annually planted In 
early varieties of potatoes which arc barvected 
as soon as they attain suitable size and rushed 
to market

pickers to .the boats or railroad cars that are 
to convoy them to market' 
. A notable characteristic of modern methods 
of trucking Isl tho extent to .-vyliich apeclallza- 
aon Is being practiced. We stlU have, of 
course, farms by. the thousand whoro every- 
thing from onions to pumpkins are raised, but 
wo also And, to 041 Increoalng extent, progrea- 
alve mon who are dovoting their whole invest-, 
ment and^enorgyto: one product and endeavor-^ 
ing to secure that extra quality which apeclal- 
Iratlon produces and which always means 
higher prices when the uHlmote consumers 
learn of Its presence. This explains the "lot-, 
tuco. farms" where -nothing but lottuco is cul- 
tivated, and the "celery farms" In Michigan 
and elsewhere that concontrato.on thla'cdprl. 
clous product ajid. the "watermelon patches" 
of tho south— and so on through a long list' 
. Ab a seauel to.thls era of Bpcclallzatlon has 
come the practice of many truckers to dispose 
of their, products direct to the consumers. Of 
course this imeans' 'added, profits, for not only 



aeo this tendency exemplified In two ^ ways 
First, there Is a disposition on the part of 
the big canning Arms that "put up" tomatoes, 
corn, etc., to raise their o\vn vegetables and 
in not a few instances In late years tho can- 
ning factories have boon moved "to the fields" 
to bo near the source of supply. Secondly, 
and more significant, Is the disposition of 
truckers to put up In glass or tins their sur- 
plus products and to market them direct, Tho 
farmer's wife and daughters, from time out'ot 
mind, have ^ been stocking , tho homo larder 
for winter uso In this manner, but latterly 
they have taken to pickling and preserving 
for the, great outside public as weU, In many 
Instancoa^ where the responalbllltlea have be- 
come^ too* much for the womon folk on the 
truck farm outside help is called In — school 
girls eager to earn vacation money; summor 
boarders who are wllllng'^Jhus to pay their 
way; and factory folk from tho neighboring

When tic public will pay: twenty- to 
thlrty-nvocenta^for a small glass of Jelly and 
aa high aa ono dollar for a quart Jar of pre- 
served fruit It Is no use to talk about It being 
a thankless Job oven though it bo a hot taqk 
on a summer day.

Whether or not these project! are 
practical, the American farmer has 
been very slow to adopt modern co-op- 
erative methods. '; 

A recent magazine article tells how 
the Eastern Counties Association of 
England supplies the farmers with seed 
at $55 that they had. previously paid 
$70. 

A farmer walked into the office of 
the Hereford Co-operative Society in 
England one day. He was afraid they 
had made an error in their remittance 
for his pears. They had secured for 
him 28 shillings per 100 weight, while 
previously he had sold them for three 
shillings. 

In France there are 30.000 members 
of such co-operative societies in the 
province of Brittany alone. They buy 
fertiUizers, tools and seed at low rates, 
sell all products at the best market, se- 
cure low charges for transportation, in- 
surancej etc. 

The Anglo-Saxon temperament has a 
certain independence that does not take 
kindly co-operation, particularly among 
a tvpe of people living lives of isolation 
like farmers. 

Although co-operation as indicated 
above has gone much farther in Eng- 
land than here, the recent decline in 
British farming is attributed to the 
greater success in combining the Con- 
tinental farmers in co-operative associ- 
ations. 

The woman with the market basket 
does not like combinations among the 
farmers, fearing higher prices to her. 
But as a general thing such combina- 
tions would have to beat out the in- 
dependent producerin quality and price, 
by saving middlemen's profits and mak- 
ing other economies, before they could 
secure a foot hold.

ODD NEW ZEALAND LIZARD 

Tuatara Originally Had Four Eyes, 

but Has Lost Two In 

Couraa of Ages. 

The tuatara lizard, found\ln Now 
Zealand, Is ono of the most ancient 
forms of animal life now found on 
earth. Originally this lizard possessed 
four eyes, but In tho course of ages 
It has lost ono pair.

About tw~onty;five small towns haTO 
not been reported nnd tho vote ot 
those, together with errors Incident 
to, the collection of 'returns by telo- 
phone, left the exact result In some 
doubt. 

Ono hundfed and twenty thousand 
voters cast ballots on the question. 
.With the twenty-five towns missing 
the vote was G0,87S for repeal and 
G9,5G3 against a change. In tho con- 
stitution. 

As had been predicted, the. cities 
were the chief strongholds, of Jho re- 
penl faction, but the majority of 
12,000 In the total city vote was bare- 
ly sufficient, according to tho latest: 
available returns, to offset the vote 
of the rural communities. 

Although the vote did not equal that 
of a year ago, when the Democrats 
swept the state, which for years had 
been a Hepubllcan stronghold, the 
election was one of tho most Interest- 
ing contests tho state has everknownl 

There was not a home In any sec- 
tion of tae state which had not been 
fiooded with literature sent out by 
both sides, while the voters wero 
waited upon by personaV workers and 
harangued at public gatherings,, to 
cast their ballots for or against" re- 
peal, as tho case might be. The re- 
sult was that hundreds of voters who 
had not visited tho polls., for years, 
with the possible exception of last 
yenr, wore recorded. 

There Is said to \ every posalblk 
Ity that Governor -Plalsted may bo 
prevailed upon to call n special, sea- 
slon of the legislature to talto action 
on tho repeal of the statute law, 
wiHch, In effect,. la the same as tho 
constitutional amendment, and tho 
enactment of nnoUier law for tho regu-' 
latlon of the liquor business. A local 
option law such as prevails In Masaa- 
cluisettB Is what the license advocates 
seek.

GREW STEAOrLY WORSE. 



From the Homo Farm. 



By PROF. J. C. BLAIR. 
Unlvcnity of llllnola. 

When a city man longs for a home 
in tho country It is nine times out of 
ten thoresult of adealro to have a 
garden of hlB own. Dew berrlos, rlpo 
tomatoes Just from, the vine and not 
covered with the dust of Water street 
or. some othcr.market place; all of 
these thlngS'Comc l)cfore his mind's 
eye until the country resolved itself 
Into a huge garden; I rather think the 
cltynianhaa struck the keynote of 
country life- The country should be 
one great garden. I don't mean that 
the entire ■ landscape should be laid 
out to 'potato -patches, onion or straw- 
berry beds, etc., hut that no matter 
:what our commercial crops must be> 
the garden idea, should not he lost 
eight of.; Hiding across country the 
ohserver will bo Impressed with the 
fact that this gardening idea 1b, how- 
ever, more a 'theory than an actual 
practlco^n far top many Iqcallties. I 
think I am, safe In saying that bettor 
gardens are to he found. in hamfcts 
; and small • towns than in the farming 
country where the garden should flour- 
ish like the; proverbial bay, tree. 

• The country Is the natural home of 
the garden. A good garden anywhere 
else Is to be admired and respected 
for its ability to thrive out of Its 
naturarblemerit I say that the farm 
Is the Idea! "place for a garden be- 
cause there plenty of space can be 
given to It, and tho right tools are at 
hand for cultivating It. Just hero 1 
must remind you that the garden 
should be" conceived of as that por- 
tion of the estate given up to fruits, 
vegotahles and ornamental plantings, 
OB disHnguIshed from purely fleld 
crops. This is the very division most 
conspicuous by Its absence from most 
•farm areas. Moat farmers will' give 
up a.strlp somewhere' or other for n 
'smhli vegetable garden while there ia 
nothing to show for tho fruit garden 
hut a few diBcourngcd currant and 
gooseberry bushes, which do little else 
than provide a sun and rain shelter 
tor the small fry from the poultry 
ytird who fatten on the worms these 
bushes- bear. It might bo added that 



this crop of worms is frequently all 
the crop they produce. One or two 
apple trees and a plum tree that has 
never borne fruit frequently complete 
the fruit census of the farm. 

No other man has at his command 
and at his very band such posstblli- 
ties In the way of right living as has 
the farmer. Most of the necessities 
In the way of food and many of the 
luxuries of the table are his at a mini- 
mum cost, and that mainly of time 
and labor. However, probably 70 per 
cent, are blind or indifferent to this 
fact They say, "Oh, wo are growing 
corn or stock and can't be bothered 
with looking after a garden. We are 
BO good at one business that wo can 
afford to buy our fruit, and vege- 
tables." The farmer who talks "this 
way usually has a poorly fed family. 
I do not mean that there is too little- 
on the tabic. Often there Is too much, 
but It Isn't of the right sort, or In- 
sulllclent variety to feed the various 
needs of tho human system. When the 
country store Is depended upon for 
the supply of fresh vegetables and 
fruit, the chances are that the supply 
will be small and the quality too poor 
to whet the family appetite. 

When the family table directly, and 
the family health Indirectly, are under 
consideration, the commercial side of 
fruit growing must be put aside. The 
hcaltli and happiness of tho family 
cannot bo measured by_ a money 
standard. Suppose that in Itemizing 
the cost of maintaining a home supply 
of fruit for the table you And that you 
could scarcely call tho undertaking a 
Qnancial success. Dare you say that 
It has not been a'success when every 
day In the year some fruit or other 
has come fresh to your table without 
the dust of travel or the chill of re- 
frigeration upon it? Just what med- 
ical bills have been saved, and what 
health that medicines could not pro- 
cure has resulted from your fruit gar- 
den, you may never know. But of one 
thing you will beconvlnced, and that 
Is, the expenditure of time, labor and 
money all considered, Is still paid you 
you to grow your own fruit with a 
sort of payment that Is better than 
.money. 



Denver, Colo. — No scenic feature jof 
the Pike's Peak region of Colorado 
has such. a world-wide fame as the 
Garden of the Gods.

Pike's Peak Is the historic beacon 
summit which guided-the early ex- 
plorers across the great plains, and 
It rears- its snowy crest in tho midst of 
a veritable wonderland. Here Nature 
Is.sden In her grandest as well as in 
some of her moat fantastic moods. 
Great mountain peaks are here — mas- 
sive, gigantic— lifting themselves Into 

the regions of perpetual snow. Here 
are a half dozen stupendous canyons, 
each miles in length, where the gran- 
ite mountains have been cleft asun- 
der and rock walls rise perpendicu- 
larly a thousand feet Here medicinal 
springs gush forth for healing and re- 
freshment Here,, too, was tho play- 
ground of Titanic forces when the 
world was young—rock forms of every 
size, shape and color; rising In airy 
pinnacles like the spires of a Milan.

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EXPERIiVIENT WITH 
FOOD FOR LUNCHES 

By PROF.' SUSANNAH USHER, 
University of lllInolB. 

In preparation for the experiment 
on lunches a tour of local eating 
houses or restaurants was made, each 
being graded according to a score- 
card on which the points essential for 
a good eating house were listed. 
■ -A: list was then made of foods 
•which could be served for less than 
five cents per person, and from these 
tho menus for the luncheon served 
•were chosen. The "series of luncheons 
■WBH carried on for three weeks, two 
'luncheons being served each week. 
Those were on consecutive days, and 
were managed by tho same girls. The 
dishes served- were carefully planned 
beforehand as to amounts and cost, 
with determination of how much could 
bo served each person, when and how 
food should bo prepared, and how It 
should bo kept hot during the hour of 
serving. Fifty people were served 
each day,- Each girl took complete 
chnrgo of two dishes, planning, pre- 
paring and serving these for fifty peo- 
ple. On figuring, It was often found 
impossible to attempt to serve certain 
foods, aa their cost was too great, es- 
pecially In meats. Tho standard was 
hold that everything should be the 
best of its kind. and canned foods 
should be avoided. Ilecords were kept 
of the orders, and profit or loss on 
each dish was carefully flgured;' For 
example, tho report (or roast veal with 
dressing, handed in after one meal, 
showed these results for tho most ex- 
pensive dish:

A good 
profit was also made on the day's 
specialties because of their popularity 
ond consequently largo sale; such ape- 
claltles wore creamed chicken on 
toast, strawberry shortcake, creamed 
asparagus and sherbets. ■■
